‘Dating’ ie the Tetritoriat 
Legislature just closed, His Excellency 
Gov. Durkee felt called upon to put bis 
toot bn the break and check the velocity 
of the Legislative machine. Altbougb 
under the Organic Act, the Governor is 
not required to give any reasons for 
withholding bis signature from acts of 
the Legislature, in several instances 
with a courtesy and dignity worthy of 
his tigt office he transmitted veto mes- 
sages, plainly, concisely and cancidly 
getting forth his objections to the acts 
presented to him. There ure those who 
object to bis course in this respect, and 
affect to believe that there is something 
monstrous aud anti-republican iu vesting 
an usqualified veto power in one maa. 
Now fair. criticism of the acts of public 
mea is always legitimate and promotive 
of the public good. But it is hardly 
fsir criticism, even mildly to pitch into 
Mis Excellency, without giving bim 
such a hearing as the publication of bis 
vete messages would afford. In refer- 
ence to the policy of an absolute velo 
power, it is sufficient to say that the ex- 
perience of the country bas endorsed 
and justified it in the Territories. Utab 
is not an exception to the general, we 
believe, the universal rule. In theother 
territorial Organic Acts tle same pro- 
vision is to be found. The Governor is 
the representative of the sovereign 
authority of the United States, and it is 
highly proper that every act of the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature should pass bis 
scrutiny and have his signature before 
becoming a law. Of how little, indeed 
of less than “little avail would tbe veto 
of the Governor be io Utah, if the as- 
sembly could by a two-tbirds or even 
unanimous vote overrule it! 

But we ure pleased to announce our 
unqualified approbation of the princi- 
ples involved in the several veto mes- 
sages, of Governor Durkee, and we thiuk 


the people atlarge will endorse his ac- | 


tion when they come to learn the reasons 
on which they are based. The first veto 
was of an act to Incerporute Tooele City, 
giving to the incorporation the most ex- 
tended, unlimited and dangerous powers 
Among the objections of the Governor 
we quote the following clear enuncia- 


tion of constitutional law and correet | 
anda Sabbath sehoal now raumber- 
ing two hondredhebolars establiehed, is 


principle. 

The Governor says: 

“I will state briefly some of the 
reasons why iu my opinion 
should not become a law. 
rection itis provided that the corpora- 
tion may purehase, hold or sell reales. 
tate, both within and tcithout its corpur- 
ate limits. 

There is no limitation whatever to 
that power The authority te thus deal 
in and hold real estate fur other than 
necessary public pw poses. ie entirely 
foreign to the proper cbject of a munici- 
pal corporation, and is a power by the 
improper exercise of which could be 
created a most unjust and oppressive 
monopoly.” 

Again referring to the eections au- 
therizing the Mayor and Aldermen as 
Legislators toenaet penal ordinances, and 
authorizing the same persons (as Judges) 
to eit in judgment on offenders, he says: 

“There isan evident impropricty in 
ary official body, first enacting in one 
capacity laws er ordinances, and then 
in another capacily, sitting asa court 
for the censtruction or enforcement of 
such laws or ordinances. This is such 
a blending of the Legislative and Judi- 
cial department of Government ns is at 
all times recognized as a most grave 
und serious evil.” 

The Governor bere bits the nail right 
on the bead. It is not merely iocompa- 
tible with all our ideas of R- publica 
Government to unite the functions ot 
the several distinct Departments of Govr- 
ernment, but it is subversive of the very 
fundamental prineiples of justice tbat 
the same man or men should make laws 
and tbea construe and enforce them. 
But the Governor does not stop here. 
He calls the attention ol the Legisla- 
ture to the fact that the organic act di:- 
tinetly asserts tbat the “Judicial power 
of the Territory sbould be vested in a 
Supreme Court, District Courts, Pro- 
bate Courts and Justices of the Peace,” 
and tersely adds, It would seam to me 
clear that any action of the Legislature 


whereby courts other nun those named | 


in the organic acl were created, would 
be witbout anthority and void.“ 

The mere fact tbat in other instances 
heretofore, similar courts bare been 
thus created, in violation of the organic 
not, s no justification, and the Gover- 
nor wisely csteems it a custom more te 
be honored in the breach than in the 


observance. If the Legislature bas been | 


wrong heretolote, the Governor pro- 
poses to go wrong no longer. It is bet- 


ter to stop mistakes when discovered 


than blladly follow erroneous prece- 
dents. Fieally, the Governor objects 
tbat “there is no limitation as to the 
amount of taxes which may be levied by 
the City Council.” 


Wg have nf doubt the reasons of the 


Executive will commend themselves to 
every fuir minded man jn the Territory. 


That they are correct and just we entét- 
tain no doubt. and are glad to kroz 


that we have a Governor among us who 
thas stands. up fer the interests of the 
people, and ‘for the vindication of law.
